Boston design schools 
to have new leaders 
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Maine architect George Terrien AIA (above 
left) has been named new President of the 
Boston Architectural Center (BAC). 
Terrien, who succeeded Interim President 
John Steffian AIA (above right) during the 
summer, comes to the BAC with a Master 
of Architecture from Columbia and 20 
years of successful practice as founder 
and president of Terrien Architects in 
Portland, Maine. “I know, and fully respect, 
the details of practice,” notes Terrien. “I 
bring a solid understanding of the responsi- 
bilities of practice to public health and 
safety, as well as a profound commitment 
to the Commonwealth in its broadest 
sense. | am a teacher in disposition and 
manner, in practice, and life.” 
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In other significant changes in Boston 
educational institutions, MIT Dean John de 
Monchaux LFRAIA (above left) and 
Harvard GSD Dean Gerald McCue FAIA 
(above right) will be leaving their posts in 
January and June 1992, respectively.

Some members may find this hard to 
believe: one of the newest BSA members 
services is the BSA voice-mail system. 
Yes, it can be confusing to a first-time 
caller. Yes, it's always more pleasant to 
hear a living human voice rather than a 
machine. Yes, automated communications 
systems no doubt contribute to the 
collapse of Western Civilization as we 
know it. However. . . the BSA voice-mail 
system was installed for these reasons: (1) 
the BSA has reduced significantly the size 
of its staff to save money during tough 
times and the office needed someone or 
something to answer the phones. (2) 
Investigating voice-mail systems used by 
design firms and others convinced the BSA 
that it was an efficient system that would 
ensure accurate message-taking and quick 
responses to members’ calls. (3) It's cheap 
(no set-up costs, no new phone system, 
just new software for about $130/month). 
(4) The message-taking facility of the 
voice-mail system enables all callers to 
leave extensive pleasant messages about 
the system or to leave anonymous con- 
demnations of the BSA for giving in to fiber 
optics. (5) And, finally, it is a system that 
enables any caller to by-pass the machine 
altogether simply by dialing the appropriate 
Staff member's extension directly. . . and 
those extensions are listed here: Stephanie 
Jones-Bramble — 222; Alexandra Lee — 
225; Kristen Antonuccio — 227; Penny 
Mitchell — 228; Richard Fitzgerald — 232; 
Robert DeVeau — 236; and Paula Smith — 
235. 94% of our callers have told us the 
system is terrific; 5% of our callers hate it; 
1% think they've reached the motor vehicle 
bureau and hang up. Try it. . . you'll like it.

ship survey you 
have received 
(or shortly will 
receive). The purpose of the survey, which 
seeks members’ views on a broad range 
of BSA programs and services, is to 
improve significantly the kind and delivery 
of membership services and to eliminate 
those BSA programs that no longer serve 
the membership. 


The Membership Committee is typically 
one of the least visible BSA committees 
whose work often has the most significant 
impact on everything from dues levels to 
members’ services. The Committee is the 
members’ direct channel to the BSA Board 
of Directors. Members’ responses to the 
current Committee survey, for example, 
will have a direct bearing on the 
Committee’s recommendations to the 
Board about how to budget next year’s 
programs and services. 


lt was the Membership Committee that, 
five years ago, recommended the signifi- 
cant revision of the members dues system, 
a revision that led to a fairer and clearer 
dues structure for the BSA. 


However, the Committee is more than a 
power center. It also hosts the annual New 
Members reception and other social 
events. . . and, judging from the laughter 
that emanates from the Committee's 
monthly meetings, it also is a hotbed of 
humor.

In direct response to our economic 
problems and to member needs identified 
in market research, the BSA has estab- 
lished a new marketing management 
consulting service in association with 
Boston-based consultants Jill Weber and 
Barbara Welanetz. 


Beginning this month, consulting sessions 
will be offered at The Architects Building, 
52 Broad Street, Boston, at a special 
discounted rate for BSA members. 


The service is designed primarily for sole 
practitioners, small and mid-size firms, 
principals of start-up and emerging firms 
who wish to plan their marketing and 
promotion futures, and more established 
practitioners who want to take a fresh look 
at marketing and rebuild or significantly 
change their marketing approaches in 
order to adapt to changing conditions. 


The consultants’ approach is to help firms 
help themselves by building on existing 
strengths and relationships. We assist 
firms in identifying and using their in-house 
resources to full advantage and we 
recommend outside resources as appropri- 
ate. 


The BSA is the first AIA chapter to 
structure a service of this kind for its 
members that combines low financial risk 
with high-quality, individualized marketing 
advice. The service is designed to be a 
simplified, cost-efficient approach to 
marketing consulting that allows BSA 
members to focus on specific, immediate 
problems and to remain flexible about 
priorities in this volatile economy. 


BSA committee members helped formulate 
the consulting service over the summer 
through participation in focus-group 
discussions and pilot consultation ses- 
sions. Focus group participants were 
drawn from the Sole Practitioners, Small 
Firms, Mid-Size Firms, Professional 
Practice, Communications and Marketing, 
and Women in Architecture committees. 


Some of the basic features of this pro- 
gram:

BSA battles recession 


The summer showed little significant 
evidence of the economic turnaround the 
Bush Administration evidently believes has 
begun. However, we are sure it will reach 
New England anon. In the meantime, the 
BSA Board of Directors has devoted the 
last three months to continuing analyses of 
the impact of the recession on BSA 
operations, the operations of The Archi- 
tects Building, and the level of programs 
and services provided to BSA members. 


As everyone might imagine, the Boston 
architectural profession’s major investment 
in real estate has given us all a useful new 
perspective on what it means to be a 
developer. Although organizations like 
ours typically can only afford to raise the 
money for the acquisition of a building 
during boom years, it remains unfortunate 
that the boom ended at approximately the 
same time as our closing on The Architects 
Building. Like many developers, we now 
are Carrying a mortgage or two ona 
building that was valued at a much higher 
rate than it is today. The battle for the BSA 
is the same as the battle those of us who 
own design firms are waging: the battle to 
maintain the quality of our organizations 
and the level of service we provide our 
clients while continuing to reduce the cost 
of our operations. 


At the BSA, we continue to reduce staffing 
and we continue to look for ways to reduce 
other operating costs and we continue to 
seek new sources of income. The good 
news is that our membership continues to 
increase and almost all of us have been 
able to pay our Special Assessments, 
which in turn helps us pay off the second 
mortgage on The Architects Building. 
(Incidentally, as some of our readers are 
aware, an extraordinary group of firms — 
working independent of the BSA — has 
assembled this past summer to raise funds 
in the architectural community to help 
Jung/Brannen, the angel that holds the 
second mortgage on The Architects 
Building, to reduce its obligations under 
the mortgage agreement as well.) 


Although the recession and its impact on 
the profession and the BSA has been the 
primary agenda issue for the Board for the 
past several months, two other significant 
actions were taken by the Board during the 
summer: 


* Boston design firms that are actually 
branch offices of firms headquartered 
outside of Massachusetts traditionally have 
not had access to the services the BSA 
provides to “member firms”, that is, firms 


(like most of ours) that pay firm assess- 
ments to the BSA. To correct this, the BSA 
Board adopted a policy that would encour- 
age such branch offices in Boston to pay 
an amount equivalent to firm assessments 
based on the number of architects working 
specifically in their Boston offices. This 
new dues mechanism will put such firms 
on an equal footing with all other BSA 
member firms. 


* The Board also voted recently to support 
a recommendation of our Fellowship/ 
Scholarship Task Force, chaired by Barry 
Korobkin AIA, to expand the kind of 
intellectual, organizational, and financial 
support and encouragement we provide to 
professionals who seek to continue their 
education or broaden their professional 
expertise through programs such as GSD’s 
Loeb Fellowship program and similar high- 
level continuing education opportunities. 


It is also worth noting that the Board 
regularly considers the appropriate role of 
this ChapterLetter as our primary commu- 
nications medium. Given the times, several 
members have suggested that we solicit 
comments for the ChapterLetter from those 
of our colleagues who can help put this 
recession in perspective by comparing it to 
the recessions of the 1970s and even 
earlier decades. Any of you who are 
willing to share your thoughts about our 
current economic condition are urged to 
send those thoughts to the ChapterLetter.

Rather, the huge barge pictured above, 
which resembles an oil drilling rig, now 
stands in Massachusetts Bay, where it will 
remain for as long as three years as part of 
the Boston Harbor Clean-up Project. The 
barge is approximately 100 ft. by 150 ft., 
weighs about 5,000 tons, and depends on 
230-ft.-long steel “legs” sunk into the 
ocean floor to provide the stability needed 
to drill through bedrock. The barge is being 
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used, according to MWRA, to drill a series 
of pipes called diffusers that will eventually 
connect with an undersea tunnel nine 
miles into the Bay. The tunnel will take 
treated waste water from a new sewage 
treatment plant at Deer Island to the deep 
waters of the Bay, where “ the twice - 
treated effluent will be thoroughly dis- 
persed in sea water.” 


“The move to expand lien rights of de- 
sign professionals for services rendered 
prior to the start of actual construction 
made another major stride by the enact- 
ment of such a law in California,” according 
to “Liability Update”, a newsletter published 
by Schinnerer Management Services. The 
newsletter reports that the new California 
law, like a comparable Texas law, requires 
a written contract between the owner and 
the design professional and a permit or 
other governmental approval must have 
been obtained for the project. 


The same newsletter also reports in 
another issue that the Texas attorney 
general has ruled that “public agencies 
may not employ design/build contracts 
because they violate two specific areas of 
Texas laws governing construction,” 
specifically, the law that prohibits the 
procurement of A/E services through 
competitive bidding and the law requiring 
competitive bids for construction. The 
Attorney General of Texas noted that, 
despite the advantages of design/build, the 
method appears to eliminate the arms- 
length relationship between the design 
professional and the builder and it appears 
to make the architect “less of an agent” for 
the owner. 


AGC recently reported in its newsletter that 
President Bush has signed the Executive 
Order on Federal Energy Management 
“mandating energy conservation efforts in 
all federal agency buildings.” As a result, 
AGC says, retrofit activities and energy- 
management strategies are now required 
in almost 500,000 federal structures.

Thank you for sending me Tim Twomey’s article 
[“New law defines ‘freelance’ consultants as 
employees” in your last issue]. . . this particular 
amendment . . . is not inconsistent with current 
developments in employment law, and it is not a 
radical departure from the situation as it existed 
prior to its adoption. 


The new 148B elucidates the definition of 
“employee” as used in M.G.L. c.149 Sec. 148, 
which is known as the “weekly payment of wage 
law.” This law requires employers to pay 
employees’ wages at least weekly, or biweekly if 
the employees are salaried executive, adminis- 
trative or professional employees. The law 
makes corporate officers personally liable for 
this payment, and it provides criminal penalties 
for failure to comply. 


Previously there was no statutory definition of 
“employee” for the purposes of these require- 
ments. Tim's analysis of the newly adopted 
definition, and its applicability to design firms, is 
clear and cogent. | do want to point out, 
however, that all of the factors that are listed in 
the statute have always been taken into account 
in determining whether an individual was an 
“employee” or “independent contractor” for the 
purpose of this and many other laws (such as 
federal tax laws, the unemployment insurance 
laws, the wage and hour laws, etc.). .. What the 
new statute does, as Tim correctly states, is (a) 
to shift the burden of proof with respect to the 
application of these rules in one particular 
situation, and (b) to list particular factors that 
must all be present in order to establish 
independent contractor status in this particular 
situation. 


| am not as certain as Tim is that this statute will 
necessarily affect the definition of “employee” 
for purposes other than the weekly payment of 
wage law. However. . . both the IRS and state 
unemployment agencies have recently become 
more aggressive in enforcing the applicable 
standards and in disallowing employers’ 
assertions that their employees are “indepen- 
dent contractors”. We have long advised our 
architectural clients that their “freelance” policies 
were fraught with danger. Because “everybody 
does it,” many of our clients have ignored our 
warnings. Tim's clarion call for attention to these 
matters is both important and timely.

| am a residential remodeler and builder who 
deeply appreciates the difference a good, 
trained design professional makes. | thus work 
almost exclusively with architects and studiously 
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avoid design/build myself. Nonetheless, | think 
the sort of dishonesty exhibited in that particular 
request for pictures does little credit to the BSA. 
Of course, architects don't have a monopoly of 
good design and neither are they incapable of 
bad design. Is business so bad that you have to 
assemble a slide show that implies otherwise? 


| have what | think is a better idea: let's put 
together slideshows that help the public learn to 
distinguish between good design and bad 
design, and good construction and bad 
construction, and try not to force generalizations 
about who is primarily responsible for which. 
With some luck, this may serve to elevate the 
quality of the built environment in greater Boston 
by helping to weed out incompetents both 
credentialed and uncredentialed.
